Mr. Bhutto rose and. followed' 
by the entire Pakistani delega- 
tion, strode from the chamber. 

Mr. Bhutto spoke after word

India for a cease-fire there. 

"Perhaps this will be my last 
speech," he said, speaking pas- 
sionately and without notes.

East German Woman Loses

Questions and Answers on Dollar 


By Edwin L Dale Jr. 

WASHINGTON. Dec. 15 (NTT). 
—Some questions and answers 
based on the monetary de- 
cisions announced yesterday in 
the Prench-American presidential 
communique in the Azores: 

^ -yiat is the of 

phrase ‘devaluation of the dollar" 
in the Nixon-Pompldou commu- 
nique? 

A— It refers entirely to the inr 
tematlonal value of the dollar— 
how much it la worth in terms 
of other currencies, but not tb 
Its domestic purchasing power. 
The.e will be no effect at all -m 
domestic prices, except on those 
of some imported goods, which 
will go up. Technically, the 
phrase means that the official 
price of gold will rise. 

Q— What has gold got to do 
with it? 

A — Under the Articles of Agree- 
ment of the Internationa! Mone- 
tary Fund, the official par value, 
or “parity," of each currency is 

expressed in ounces or grams of 
gold. The dollar’s parity is a 
thirty-fifth of an ounce of gold, 
making the offlc'-'l price of gold 
$35 an ounce. As an example, If 
the value of the dollar were to 
be lowered to a thirty-seventh of 
an ounce of gold, the price would 
be $37 an ounce. 

Marks, Yen, Founds, Francs 

Q — What difference will that 
make? 

A— The dollar declines t value 
against other currencies. Marks, 
yen, pounds and probably francs 
will cost more. The gold price 
Increase is one vra. of bringing 
that about. France and other 
countries wanted it done that 
way, and President Nixon agreed. 

Q— h a decline in the value 
of the dollar in terms of other 
currencies a good thing or a had 

thing? 

A— It is obviously not a good 


thing for an American tourist 
traveling in Britain, or West Ger- 
many or Japan, where a vacation 
will coat more. It is not a good 
thing for a dealer in foreign cars 
or a department store with a wide 
variety of imported goods, whose 
costs will rise. 

But it is a good thing for Amer- 
ican exporters, whose goods will 
be- Cheaper in foreign countries 
or— if the exporter maintains the 
present foreign-currency price- 
mare profitable, it Is a good 
thing for companies and workers 
in industries badly hit by import 
competition. Because devaluation 
will tend to slow the rapid In- 
crease In imports and will spur 
exports. it will greatly improve 
the U .S. balance of trade and 
overall balance of international 
payments, which has been in 
heavy deficit 

Season to Care 

Q — Why should anybody care 
about the balance of payments? 

A— Because if the long-stand- 
ing deficit is not eliminated, or 
at least greatly reduced, the day 
will come when foreigners will 
not accept dollars at alL Then 
the tourist and importer will be 
in real trouble. 

Q — Does the government want 
a devaluation of the dollar 
against other currencies? 

A— Yes, to help solve the UJS. 
balance-of-payments problem. 

Q — Hasn’t the dollar already 
been devalued to same extent 
since President Nixon's dramatic 
new economic policy of Aug. 15? 

A— -Yes, Other currencies have 
"floated" upward against the dol- 
lar In dally trading during this 
interim period pending a fnrfwg 
of new par values. Compared 
with the beginning of this year 
the dollar been devalued by 
about 5.5 percent on a "weighted* 
basis — that is, allowing far oar

White House Seeks to Clarify

"highly speculative way" and were 
"taken out of context." 

Mr. Kissinger had put his re- 
marks on “deep background,” 
which meant that newsmen were 
not supposed to identify the source 
In any way. But The Washington 
Post, in its editions today, nam- 
ed him as the spokesman, assert- 
ing that it had learned this inde- 
pendently. The New York Times 
and other news media identified 
Mr. Kissinger once the Post story 
appeared. 

The sum total of the Kissinger 
and Ziegler statements produced 
some confusion . and a heavier- 
than-usual number of correspon- 
dents at Mr. Ziegler’s news con- 
ference thig morning. 

Discomfort at State 

The statements also created 
great discomfort at the State 
Department where officials have 
been quietly working on plans for 
the Nixon visit to the Soviet 
Union. They were especially taken 
by surprise by the Kissinger re- 
marks which, as reported, seem- 
ed to them, to go further than the 
situation in South Asia warranted. 

One official, who asked not 
to be quoted, said the Kisstager- 
Zlegler statements yesterday were 
"far from mature statesmanship." 

This morning Mr. Ziegler, in ex- 
plaining his statement of last 
night, said that, after consulta- 
tion with the White House, he 
had tried to "put Into perspective" 
what the government's actual 
position was. 

He said that the United States 
position has been- consistent that 
the big powers have an obliga- 
tion "to quiet the situation" in 
South Asia. But he said that this 
view has not had Soviet support, 
as evidenced by the Soviet vetoes 
In the Security Council of Amer- 
ican-backed resolutions calling for 
a cease-fire and withdrawal of 
foreign troops from Pakistan and 

Tnriin. 

Mr. Ziegler, noting that tbe 
Soviet Union has provided India 
with more than $500 million 
worth of military equipment in 
recent years, said that the flow 
of arms was stepped up In 
recent months, at a time when 
the United States was cutting off 
Its supply to Pakistan. 

Russia, vs. World 

"That is why we feel the Sov- 
iets should join the rest of the 
world community in exercising re- 
straint in South Asia— to bring 
an end to the lighting. We don't 
t.vitnk that this has taken place," 
he said. 

"The fact of the matter Is that 
If the situation in South Asia ex- 
pands into West Pakistan or con- 
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tlnues elsewhere in the area, this 
will very definitely affect the 
world peace," be said. 

Mr. Mag lw Knld that MT. 
singer was saying in his remarks 
that such developments— “which 
we do not expect to happen" — 
could “very well affect future Sov- 
iet-United States relations." 

But he stressed that the United 
States did not expect the fighting 
to spread to West Pakistan and 
that "there will be a solution." 
Thus, he nrfrieri . the question of 
canceling Mr. Nixon’s scheduled 
May trip was "not a live issue.” 

The effect of the various state- 
ments was to signal the Soviet 
authorities that Mr. Nixon is 
clearly Unhappy with their un- 
swerving support of the Indian 
cause and to hint that if the 
fi ghting worsens, the chances for 
a successful trip will be severely 
limited. 

Bub dearly, the White House 
was unhappy with the attention 
given the possibility of a trip can- 
cellation, since it gave the im- 
pression that Mr. Nixon was try- 
ing to blackmail the Russians Into 
dropping their support for India, 
something that no senior official 
here believes is at all likely or 
passible. 

Press Buies 

The White House was also un- 
happy with the fact that Mr. Kis- 
singer's name was mentioned as 
the source of the comments, in 
violation of the long-standing 
ground rules. Mr. Ziegler said 
that The Post's breaking of the 
rules was “unacceptable to the 
White House,’ 1 and called far a 
meeting with press representa- 
tives to draft a new voluntary 
code of regulations. 

At the news conference, David 
Kradow, of the Los Angeles 
Times, who was one of tbe pool 
who met Mr. Kissinger, said that 
Mr. Kissinger’s remarks were not 
volunteered by him but were 
elicited under sharp questioning

He said he had phoned Ben- 
jamin C. Bra dice, executive editor 
of The Post, this morning to 
protest the paper's violation of 
the rules.

Q— Isn’t this enough? 

A— No. To solve the huge 
balance-of-payments deficit, the 
government is seeking a weighted 
devaluation of 11 percent. The 
upward change would vary by 
currencies— more than 11 percent, 
for example, far the Japanese yen 
and less for the British pound, 
the Italian lira and the French 
franc. 

Psychological Effect 
Q — Is the technical gold price 
Increase needed to achieve a 

larger devaluation? 

A— Formally, no. but practical- 
ly, yes. Any amount of devalua- 
tion could have been achieved 
through upward revaluation of 
other ctu'ienrifls. But far psycho- 
logical reasons the others wanted 
the United States to “contribute” 
by a formal devaluation of the 
dollar. 

Other countries have gone 
through what to them was the 
painful act of devaluation. They 
want the United States to do the 
some — even though, ironically, 
this is exactly what the United 
States wants to achieve. 

Q— President Nixon has always 
been reluctant to take the formal 
step of devaluing the dollar by 
raising the official gold price. 
Why did he thi« "con- 

cession*’? 

A— There were apparently three 
reasons. First, it was a costless 
concession, having no real eco- 
nomic significance. What matters 
is the new pattern of currency 
exchange rates. 

Second, the President is anx- 
ious to get a monetary settlement 
— a new pattern of exchange 
rates — in order to restore general 
business confidence here and 
abroad. This gold price conces- 
sion was one key to a settlement. 

Third, he won a trade conces- 
sion. President Georges Pompi- 
dou confirmed that Ranee and 
the other five members of the 
Common Market are preparing 
a mandate that will permit open- 
ing trade talks with the United 
States. 

Import Triors 

Q— Will the price of an on-, 
ports go up? 

A — No. Some countries, such as 
Brazil and Mexico, will almost 
certainly devalue their own cur- 
rencies along with the dollar. 
Thus there would be no effect on 
the price of coffee or a vacation 
In Acapulco, for example. 

In the case of imports from 
Japan, Britain, West Germany 
and the like, whose currencies win 
rise in value against the dollar, 
the question is more complicated. 
Imports will certainly cost more 
tim-n before Aug. 15. Many al- 
ready do. But the final package 
settlement is almost certain to 
involve removal of the new 10 
percent United States import sur- 
charge, which is temporarily 
adding to the cost of imports. 

Q — Some people are directly 
involved with gold — tbe new-gold 
mining companies and holders of 
gold shares. Even if Americans 
generally are not affected by 
formal dollar devaluation, won't 
these people he? 

A— Not necessarily. AH newly 
mined gold, and privately owned 
gold generally, is now sold 
through free markets, like other 
commodities. The market price 
of about $43.50 is already higher 
than any conceivable new official 
price. Gold-industry profits 
depend on the market price, not 
the official price. The market 
price is somewhat affected by 
speculation, which could be tem- 
porarily influenced by Mr. Nixon’s 
decision. 

Gold Producers 
Won’t the Soviet Union and 
South Africa, benefit by the 
higher gold price? 

A— No. They are the world’s two 
leading gold-producing countries, 
but they must sen their gold in 
the free market at tbe market 
price. As noted, this is not af- 
fected by the prospective change 
in the official price, which will re- 
main below the present market 
price. The higher official price 
mi g ht, however, set a higher 
“floor” than tbe present $35 level, 
below which market prices would 
be unlikely to decline. 

Q — Would any gold change 
hands between g o ver n m ents at 
the new and higher price? Does 
the price have any m e a n ing at 
an? 

A— For the time being, at least, 
the UJS. Treasury will not buy or 
sdl gold even at the new price. 
Xu the longer run. the answer will 

depend on the role of gold in the 
altered world monetary system 
that is to be worked out in 
lengthy international negotiations, 
following a hopefully rapid set- 
tlement of the immediate ques- 
tion of a new pattern of exchange 
rates. 

Q— Would a higher official gold 
price require con g ress i onal ap- 
proval? 

A— Yes. There appears to be 
no *t gniffr»nft congressional op- 
position, but it is doubtful that 
Congress could act this year be- 
fore adjournment. 

Some legal authorities believe 
a new set of exchange rates, bas- 
ed in part an a higher official 
gold price, could be put into effect 
for normal trading even before 
Congress acts, but which ulti- 
mately would be subject to. con- 
gressional approval. 

Jordan Boycotts Romania 

AMMAN, Dec. 15 (AP).— Jordan 
has declared a total economic 
boycott of Romania because the 
r^mmimist country “imports and 
uses Israeli products and patents 
in its factories." 

The ban affects tools, textiles, 
chemicals, dairy products, liquor, 
perfumer stamps and movies with 
a value averaging $4J million a 
year.

The reversion 
agreement enumerates base areas 
scheduled to remain In U.S. 
hands and makes the Japanese 
government responsible for pro- 
viding the laud for these bases 
free of charge. To do this, Japan 
must renegotiate leases with the 
Okinawans. 

About 10 percent of the land- 
owners. mobilized by opponents 
of the bases, have declared their 
opposition to the use of their 
land for bases regardless of the 
rental. The rest are seeking 
rentals expected to total nearly 
$ 60 million yearly. 

Under the legislation approved 
yesterday, the Japanese govern- 
ment will decide the amount to 
be paid for rentals after nego- 
tiations with the 37 .000-member 
Okinawan Landowners Associa- 
tion. Landowners will not be 
able to reject the terms.

Sen. Taft said he felt it would 
be "a great mistake for us forever 
to foreclose these young men, 
however misguided, from parti- 
cipating to American life." 

Under legislation he introduced, 
those who have fled the United 
States to avoid the draft could 
come back without fear of prosecu- 
tion— If they agree to a three-year 
tour of duty in the military or In 
same other designated federal 
agency, such as the Public Health 
Service. 

Those already serving prison 
terms for resisting induction 
would get the same choices and 
as much as two years of their 
prison time could be deducted 
from their three-year obligation. 

Sen. Taft estimated that his 
bill would apply to approximately 
600 draft dodgers now to federal 
prison and another 70,000 youths 
living to voluntary exile to 
Canada or elsewhere because of 
their opppositdon to the war in 
Vietnam. 

The amnesty offer would hold 
good for only a year after the 
bill's enactment. It would not ap- 
ply to deserters from the armed 
forces.

President Nixon agreed. In the Azores, to 
"work toward" the devaluation of the dollar, 
a phrase meaning that he has struck a 
crucial bargain with the French. Nations 
Invest great emotional and symbolic Im- 
portance in their currencies, and the signifi- 
cance of Mr. Nixon's words ought not to be 
lost in the technical details. The Azores 
communique Is the economic counterpart of 
the Guam Doctrine. 

* * * 

• It serves notice on the rest of the world 
that the United States Is now defining its- 
national interests much more tightly. For 
a generation this country spent great wealth 
to ensure its political influence abroad and 
protect the stability of Its allies. Now we 
are cutting costs. We are pulling back some 
of our forces. We are acknowledging the 
rising capacity of our friends and allies to 
fend for themselves. If it reduces our direct 
power in the world's affairs, that is a price 
that we are ready to pay. We are bringing 
home some of our troops from the bases 
along the Pacific perimeter, and Mr. Nixon Is 
going to Peking to arrange a peace of sorts 
with the Chinese. We are devaluing the 
dollar, and Mr. Nixon now made a peace 
of sorts with the Common Market in the 
person of President Pompidou. 

The wording of the Azores communique 
suggests that a fairly film and explicit 
agreement has been reached with the French* 
the least amenable of all our trading part- 
ners. It means that when we further reduce 
the value of the dollar In International 
commerce, the French will leave the franc 
where It is rather than undercutting the 
West Germans. 

* * * 

The next step in this dramatic test of 
national wills Is going to take place Friday 
and Saturday here In Washington, when the 
finance ministers of the ten leading trading 
powers meet at the Smithsonian. They will 
be, in effect, reconvening the meeting in 
Rome two weeks ago. From the American 
point of view, the purpose of this session Is 
to secure everyone’s ratification of whatever 
changes in exchange rates and trade rules 
the French conceded in the Azores. After 
that, Mr. Nixon will confer with the British 
prime minister, the West German chancellor 
and the Japanese premier to assuage some 
of the damage that the past four months 
have done to our political relationships. 
Sometime in 197% the Azores communique 


Indicates, two international conferences will 
take up the reorganizing of the great sys- 
tems of exchanging, respectively, goods and 
money. 

* * * 

T.uta the Guam Doctrine, the Azores decla- 
ration is hardly more than the crystallization 
of slow, deep changes that have been over- 
taking this country for some time. The 
adventures of the dollar reflect them. While 
Mr. Nixon spoke of devaluation, of course 
he meant devaluation in terms of gold. The 
dollar has in fact been In the process of 
devaluation ever since the Canadians floated 
their currency 19 months ago. The process 
accelerated last spring when the West Ger- 
mans floated the mark. It accelerated again 
In August when the United States stopped 
selling gold and the yen began to rise on 
world markets. In terms of wbat it could 
buy. the dollar had been devalued by about 
8 percent even before l£x. Nixon got on the 
plane to go to the Azores. 

The result of devaluation will be fewer 
Imports sold In the United States, more 
American goods exported abroad, and con- 
sequently more jobs at home. The price 
will be a small and not very painful erosion 
of the standard of living. The jobs are the 
point of the whole exercise. 

* * * 

As an example of shrewd tactics on the 
part of Mr. Nixon and Secretary of, the 
Treasury Conn ally, the management of the 
monetary crisis seems to be turning out 
successfully. It now appears very probable 
that they will achieve, in weeks If not In 
days, the sharply lower dollar exchange 
rates that they had sought, and some 
immediate benefits In terms of trade regula- 
tions as well It will be some time before 
anyone can undertake a definitive account- 
ing of the damage done to old and accus- 
tomed political relationships. But the 
damage Is In the same range as the 
damage done to those same relationships 
by the Guam Doctrine, if. one supports the 
Guam position, then one also accepts the 
broad principles that underlie the current 
devaluation. Domestic considerations, above 
all high and stable employment, now count 
more heavily in relation to our foreign 
responsibilities The devaluation is a rational 
and useful adjustment, of a technical 
nature, to the mood now ascendant in this 
country.

Dollar Devaluation 


The joint announcement from the Azores 
by President Nixon and President Pompidou 
of France that, in cooperation with other 
nations, they have reached broad agreement 
on a prompt realignment of currencies is 
encouraging news. Even so, a shockwave 
ran around toe world with the realization 
that the dollar would be formally devalued 
for toe first time since President Roosevelt’s 
devaluation at the bottom of toe depression. 

But President Nixon was entirely right In 
taking this step— to concede the formal 
devaluation of the dollar that France, more 
than any other country, had Insisted upon 
as a condition for realignment of toe world’s 
major currencies. This gesture by toe United 
States government was symbolic, but by no 
means trivially symbolic, for It represented 
a willingness on toe part of the United 
States to recognize that toe dollar is no 
longer the unique and dominant currency 
in the world. The dollar can be devalued 
or revalued like any other currency. And 
toe United States has in effect recognized 
that toe days of the so-called "dollar stan- 
dard" are numbered. 

To have prolonged toe monetary crisis In 
order to deny France and other countries 
this concession would have been to intensify 
uncertainty. Increase Instability and endan- 
ger toe economies of the United States, 
Europe and Japan. An adequate realign- 
ment of toe major currencies had become 
impossible without a moderate dollar devalu- 
ation. 

Although there has been no announcement 
of how much the value of the dollar would 
be cut or that of other currencies increased, 
the terms of the realignment should be made 
known very soon — perhaps at the Group 
of Ten meeting in Washington at the end 
of this week. A swift Interim solution has 
become urgent to quell disorder and specula- 
tion. 

Presidents Nixon and Pompidou revealed 


that toe realignment would be accompanied 
by broader permissible margins of fluctua- 
tion around the new exchange rates. This 
will permit currencies to adjust more closely 
to actual market conditions. 

In a world in which major nations, 
especially the United States, are short of 
monetary reserves, it has become even more 
essential to Increase flexibility In order to 
prevent serious balance-of-payment trouble. 
The alternative for nations would be to 
resort to even greater protectionism, capital 
and exchange controls and economic autar- 
chy. 

The Nixon administration has itself been 
guilty of encouraging such dangerous trends 
by Its ambiguous and contradictory monetary 
and trade policies. It has coupled mercantll- 
lstlc and chauvinistic trade offensives with 
a plea for trade liberalization and upvalua- 
tions of currencies by others. This Is not 
to say that other countries have not been 
guilty of discrimination against many Amer- 
ican products, especially its agricultural 
goods. There is blame to go around for all. 

The United States should now be prepared 
to help lead a new trade negotiation aimed 
at ending discrimination multUaterally. But, 
in order to do this, toe administration will 
need new trade legislation from Congress to 
permit It to reduce tariffs and other trade 
barriers if Its professed beliefs In liberal trade 
are to be regarded by others as anything 
but empty rhetoric. 

The United States should also be prepared 
to play a leading role In efforts to build a 
new international monetary system— one 
that will serve the interests of this country 
and of the world better than did Bretton 
Woods after toe postwar dominance of toe 
United States began to disappear. The United 
States must learn to work with others as an 
equal among equals. That Is the lesson of 
toe Azores conference.

the history of the Republic. .

stay-at-home. He was unalterably 
opposed to centralizing power in 
the White House, and in three 
years has created the largest 
most powerful centralized White 
House staff in the history of the 
presidency. 

We will pass over Vietnam 
lightly, but he once led the hawks 
and is now flying with the doves, 
slightly to the Tear; he was 
against expanding the war but 
expanded it in Cambodia and 
Laos; he was against pulling the 
troops back into “enclaves" in 
Vietnam, but has them there now;

Nixon’s 'Crafty Clique’

■TOTASHENGTON.— With a candor 

V* that surprises experts here. 
North Vietnam is now warning 
toe remnants of its political 
cadres in South Vietnam that 
President Nixon's “very insidious" 
pacification program Is haring a 
remarkable success. 

That message is couched in no 
.such complimentary language. 
But toe implication is nonetheless 
clear that. Mr. Nixon's "cruel and 

craf t y clique fallowing 17 years 

of repeated defeats suffered by 
toe UJ3. aggressors” is making 
savage inroads against what used 
to be a powerful and aggressive 
C ommunis t political structure in 
South Vietnam. 

In a - series of . recent articles 
published in the North Viet- 
namese Army dally newspaper, 
Quan Dol Nhan Dan, toe Nison 
administration is credited with, 
having played smart politics in 
South Vietnam by employing a 
series of “economic and political 
tricks** to win over the civilian 
population. 

Overdue e Tricks 9 

These “tricks” are, to fact, long 
overdue to the 10 years of effort 
by Washington and Saigon to 
“win the hearts and minds” of 
the people. Until recently, how- 
ever, they Invariably fell far short 
of toe goal. Now, reading be- 
tween toe lines of Quan Dai Nhan 
Dan, they are beginning to have 
solid impact. 

Thus, toe army newspaper 
admits that dollars p n fl mne nr ^p f 
goods are now being used “to 
create a false prosperity” by 
making it possible for peasants 


to acquire pumps, plows and 
harvesters— a revolution in tbe 
rural areas that U.S. planners 
have been pushing for years. 

In an even more revealing ad- 
mission, Hanoi now concedes that 
“a fairly lsrga quantity- of assart- 
ed. consumer goods . . . such as 
motorbikes, transistor radios and 
television sets” have been put on 
toe civilian market “In toe hope 
of making toe people lose sight 
of the patriotic struggle.” 

.- Finally, -Hanoi's evaluation of 
the pacification program states 
that “the Americans and their 
puppets have fabricated many 
cases of desertion by guerrillas 
and revolutionary cadres to order 
to neutralize toe revolutionary 
ranks . . . they have sought by 
an means to insure that a grow- 
ing number, of people are closely 
connected with their regime.” 

What that bleak recital means 
is that Hanoi now faces a severe 
crisis in the once-fertile hunting 
grounds of the south. The root 
.of that crisis Is the slow dete- 
rioration In some hamlets— and 
outright destruction in others— 
of what used to be the cutting 
edge of' the North Vietnamese 
aggression: the 1 Communist orga- 
nization or Infrastructure. 

This infrastructure, with its 
roots deep in toe network of 
hamlets and villages of South 
Vietnam,. Is now disintegrating 

under toe hammer blows of the 
pacification program, one part of 
which, called Phoenix, uses dra- 
conian police and counterespio- 
nage methods to root out. Com- 
munist agents. 

: But toe 'deeper reason far tbe 
decay of this political structure 


so essential to subversive warfare 
is this: To operate effectively it 
must have support from armed 
Viet Cong units in the area. The 
Viet Cong, in turn, must have 
the backing of powerful m ain 
force units from North Vietnam. 
With supply lines from Cambodia 
now. cut, and -Saigon's army and 
militia far more effective, main 
force units can V operate with 
their old impunity. . , 

The two conspicuous exceptions 
to this are Binh Dinh province 
in toe highlands and the U MinTi 
forest area, far to the south, 
where main force units still oper- 
ate to strength. Thus, Hanoi's 
army dally repeatedly praises the 
“offensive posture” by the Com- 
munists to those two area s — but 
only those two areas. 

For H a n oi, there is only « ne 1 
way to stop the success of the 
UJS. pacification effort: Clear the 
supply line into South Vietnam 
through Cambodia and Laos; 
reintroduce powerful main . force 
units; rebuild the political orga- 
nization in the .hamlets from the 
ground up and give it Viet Cong 
protection. 

In - short,, start all over again. 
That is why such a major military 
effort is now being 1 made in Cam- 
bodia by Hanoi and why UJS. 
officials are predicting a far 
higher level of enemy infiltration 
down the Ho Chi Mlnh Trail next 

year. For without new main 
force units on the scene, - well 
supplied with arms and food.'toe 
pacification program will slowly 
suffocate toe wax of subversion. 
In Hanoi's own words: “Wa can- 
not be optimistic- or' belittle : the 
enemy (UjBJ schemes." 


India-Egypt Link; 

The Indian aggression against 
Pakistan is continuing unhindered 
and toe Indian Army is occupy- 
ing large tracts of my country, 
benefiting I from the active sup- 
port of toe Soviet Union which 
has been rushing sxpu and'-rajH 
plies by air to - India far several - 
months now.

France and Soviet Union sign 
their Berlin agreement of Sept 3. 

It is understood the Russians 
will not sign until West Germany 
ratifies its nonaggression treaty 
with Moscow, a process expected 
to Inst until well into the new 
year. 

ADN disclosed that ■ Deputy 
Foreign Minister Peter Florin will 
sign the wall agreement and not 
Guentcr Kohrt. who initialed it. 
Mr. Kohrt has been reported fll. 
For West Berlin, the some man 
who initialed will also sign, city 
cabinet director Ulrich Mueller. 

Meanwhile, Berlin postal au- 
thorities said, an additional 120 
East-West telephone lines began 
operating today bringing the 
total to 150.

ENUGU. Nigeria, Dec. 15 (AP). 
— Dick Tiger. 42, former world 
middleweight and light-heavy- 
weight boxing champion, has 
died at his home in Aba in east- 
ern Nigeria. 

East-Central State Boxing Com- 
mission officials said today the 
former two-time middleweight 
boxing champion of the world 
died last night following a brief 
liver ailment. 

Tiger, whose real name was 
Richard ihetu, returned to Nigeria 
six months ago after a three- 
year da y in the United States, 
to announce his retirement alter 
21 years in the ring. ‘ 

Tiger was once extremely popu- 
lar in- Nigeria but returned home 
in July under a cloud because of 
bis support of secessionist Biatra 
during Nigeria’s 30-month civil 
war. 

He Joined the rebel army and 
directed physical training pro- 
grams far its soldiers. He served 
in the Rlafran Army as a cap- 
tain until - 1988. when he went 
to the- United States. 

Tiger is survived by his wire, 
Abigail, and five c hi l d r en. 

Tribal Scars 

The squat square-jawed Niger- 
ian, whose tribal, scam on his 
chest marked him as an Ibb from 
eastern Nigeria, began his boxing 
career in 1950. He knocked out 
the cream of Nigeria's boxers 
and ten years and 61 flghts-Iater, 
on Oct. 23, 1962, he took the 
world middleweight crown from 
Gene Fullmer in San Francisco 
after 15 rounds. 

Tiger, who was bom on Aug. 14, 
1929,- turned to professional box- 
ing at the age of 23 and retired 
with 64 victories.

Nelson A. Rockefeller an- 
nounced yesterday a $425 -minion 
package of Increased taxes, in- 
cluding higher Income taxes and 
increases in liquor, cigarette and 
motor-fuel levies. 

Gov, Rockefeller said the ad- 
ditional revenues, coupled with an 
estimated 9400 million he hopes 
to get from the federal govern- 
ment. would help close the 515- 
b niton gap in the state budget 
over the next 15 months. 

The tax package Includes a 5 
percent surcharge on the income 
tax, expected to yield about $139 
million, and elimination of the 
Statutory credits on income tax 
of $1250 for a single taxpayer 
and $25 for a family, expected to 
produce another $19) million. 

Gov. Rockefeller said an addi- 
tional $l-a-gaHon tax on liquor, 
beer and wine would bring in 
about $80 million more in revenue, 
and an increase In the cigarette 
tax from 12 cents to 15 cents 

would produce $62 million more. 

A cent- a- gallon increase in the 
motor fuel tax is expected to 
bring in about $61 mill i o n.

ZAGREB, Yugoslavia, Dec. 25 
(Reuters).— Croatia’s new Com- 
munist pasty leadership made 

further sharp attacks on nation- 
alist forces today while authori- 
ties handed out jail sentences 
after three nights or violence 
following the forced resignation 
of the old leadership. 

Some 200 persons, mainly stu- 
dents. have been arrested In 
three successive wight* of public 
disturbances to support of the 
deposed leadership in the main 
square of Zagreb, the capital of 
Croatia. 

or 81 persona arrested last 
night, 65 were JaQed today by 
a local magistrate to up to 30 
days, and four received two- 
month terms far disturbing pub- 
lic order. Twelve were released. 

A report in the Belgrade news- 
paper Novostl said two of the 
men jailed hod burned copies of 
the Zagreb daily VJesnik, which 
they claimed was counter-revolu- 
tionary, a third insulted 
President Tito. 

Some Yugoslav Communirt 
sources have described the crisis 
to Croatia— the second largest 
and richest republic In Yugo- 
slavia — as one of the most criti- 
cal since World War H. 

The crisis broke out Sunday 
when President Tito forced the 
resignation of rebellious Croatian 
leaders after accusing them of 
showing lack of vigilance in the 
struggle against nationalism and 
separatism to the republic. 

. Meanwhile, Jura BUic, a member 
of the Croatian party executive, 
said today that “Croatian nation- 
al-chauvinist and Ustashi-Falan- 
gist elements in part of the stu- 
dent leadership” hod continued 
their activity following the elec- 
tion of the republic's new party 
leadership Monday night 

The Ustashi is an extremist 
Croat separatist organization 
which first became active in the 
1920s. Several recent acts of ter- 
rorism to Yugoslavia have been 
attributed to Ustashi agents. 

Seven Miners Die,

HERTEN, West Germany, Dec. 
15 (AP). — Three miners were 
brought out alive today from a 
3,100-foot-deep tunnel cave-in 
that killed seven of their trapped 

The three were recued by 
crews that dug for 28 hours to 
clear 200 feet of shaft that col- 
lapsed yesterday at the Ew&ld 
coal mine, near this Ruhr town. 

Two miners were killed out- 
right by the cave-in. The bodies 
of four others were found during 
rescue operations. A seventh vic- 
tim was brought out alive yester- 
day, but died shortly afterward. 

During the search, officials said 
there was still hope for those 
missing. But rescuers found the 
first signs of life only at mid- 
afternron today, when they made 
cental' with the three.

Kosygin Offers 
Aid on Fishing

MOSCOW. Dec. 15 CAP).— Pre- 
mier ATwyj i N. Kosygin told Euro- 
pean fishing specialists today that 
Russia was "interested in taking 
joint measures to preserve fish 
stocks in the northeast Atlantic.” 

The offici a te are here for a 
special s es sio n of the 14-member 
Northeast Atlantic Fishing Com- 
mission, which regulates the catch 
in the North Atlantic and ad- 
joining European seas. The com- 
mission is seeking to slow the 
reduction of such fish as herring, 
cod and haddock. 

Last week, lower-ranking dele- 
gates agreed to expand the closed 
season on herring fishing. Stocks 
have been diminishing rapidly 
because of excessive fishing and 
other factors. 

The fishing officials assembled 
here are expected to urge that a 
quota system be enforced for all 
types of food fish. 

The members of the commis- 
sion are: the Soviet Union, Nor- 
way, Sweden, Denmark. Poland, 
the Netherlands, Iceland, Belgium, 
West Germany, France, Portugal, 
Ireland. Spain and Britain.

206% Pay Increase Approved . 
For Royal Family in Britain 

LONDON, Dec. 15 (Reuters).— The House of Commons 
lest night approved big pay increases for Britain's royal 
family, undeterred by a powerful speech by the country's 
leading critic of the monarchy. 

By a 273-vote majority, 300-27, the government pushed 
through its package deal which would increase Queen 
Elizabeth's state allowances to meet royal household expenses 
from £475.006 to £380,000 a year— a 106 percent rise. 

Her husband. Prince Philip, will get a £25.000 annual 
rise to £BSjQ00 and her mother £25,000 more for a total of 
£95,000 % year. For the queen's sister. Princess Margaret, 
it means an increase from £15,000 to £35,000. 

But before the vote and amid angry protests from gov- 
ernment MPs, the royalist critic, Labarite William Hamilton, 
complained that there were royal family hangers-on who 

did not deserve the money they already got. 

He descr i bed Princess Margaret as a woman “who did 
even less ♦>-«» her old mum” and the Queen Mother as 
an old-age pensioner with a pleasant s m i l e. “My God, If 
ray wife got that pay she would never stop laughing ,” Mr. 
Hamilton said. 

C hanc ellor of the Exchequer Anthony Barber led the 
government case for the pay rises.

Metal Workers 
Return to Jobs

Turkish Premier 
In Tough Stand 
QnLawand Order 

ANKARA, Dec. 15 CAP).— 
Turkish Pr emier Nihat Erim to- 
day took a tough law-and-order 
stance to his second government. 

He backed the country's stem 
martial-law courts and rejected 
complaints by liberal and leftist! 
intellectuals concerning viola- 
tions of human rights. 

Mr. Erim ■ wid a major reason 
for martial law was the terrorist 
activities that disrupted the coun- 
try before the armed forces ousted 
conservative Premier Suleyman 
Demirel last March 12. 

Mr. Erim indicated he agreed 
with those who blame intellec- 
tuals for molding the minds of 
university students with leftist 
propaganda and turning them 
Into terrorists. 

Eighteen young extremists have 
been sentenced to death in mar- 
tial-law courts and more death 
sentences are expected. 

Mr. Erim resigned Dec. 3 after 
11 technocrat ministers quit his 
cabinet saying conservative poli- 
ticians were obstructing their 
proposed radical reforms. 

His new cabinet is generally 
mare moderate and includes mare 
members of parliament to an at- 
tempt to placate conservative 
lawmakers and get the reforms 
through parliament. 

Mr. Erim said he is embarking 
on his second government “in 
complete understanding” with 
the armed forces commanders. 

Calif. Bars Toy Bombs, 
Torture Instruments 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., Dec. 15 
(AP).— California today banned 
toy bombs, grenades, monster 
dolls and mock torture instru- 
ments for children.

WASHINGTON. Dec, 15 (AP-DJi.—NOW that 
President Nixon has accepted the idea of devalu- 
ing the dollar, it bhould assure a swift and 
smooth resolution of tlie tateruutioual monetary 
crisis. 

Chances arc generally ranked as good that It 
will work that way. But in the midst of tne 
initial euphoria, it might be well to note that 
there ls at least a minority of doubters. 

As obligatory as the step may well be to break 
the currency Impasse, It gives officials a sensa- 
tion akin to lliut of stepping aboard a roller 
coaster. 

There k no telling, worriers explain, on what 
time-consuming tangents Congress might take 
off in dealing with such, unaccustomed legislation. 
And in the year or two or three it might lake 
lo work out reliable monetary reforms, the prece- 
dent of one devaluation could leave the dollar 
vulnerable lu Irish speculative attacks. 

And if thinus ga really badly, there Is even 
the specter oi Mr. Nixon and Treasury Secretary 
John Connally being marched off to JaiL The 
possibility, too preposterous to be a serious threat, 
points up the need for treading carefully. The 
1945 Brctton Woods Agreement Act, by whUh 
the United States joined the International Mone- 
tary Fund (IMF;, declared that "unless Congress 
by law authorizes such action, neither the Presi- 
dent nor any person or agency shall on behalf 
of the U.S,... propose or agree to any change 
in the par value" of the dollar; 

In principle, the administration cannot legally 
propose devaluation unless Congress grants it 
advance permission, and Cangrea win not grant 
permission unless the administration proposes It. 

In practice, officials say, the greater risk is 
that congress will put Mr. Nixon on the spot by 
taking its time on any devaluation request, 
scheduling lengthy hearings and Indulging in a 
torrent of partisan needling and earnest debate. 
Laments one strategist, "I con see this failing 
months." 

Among the few lawmakers who have token a 
close interest In international monetary matters, 
the mood is reassuringly sympathetic. Sen. 
Jacob Javits, FL, N.Y.. Is seeking support for 
his bill, which would permit the President “or 
his representative" to “propose or agree" to a 
change of as much as 10 percent in the dollar's 
par value. 

Assuming a devaluation bill Is sent up, one 
Nixon aide says, "same congressman is Just 
bound to come up with a sUly amendment, ' like 
“first requiring everybody to pay off all their 
World War I debts ” now totalling $17,155,745,768 
with accrued interest Such a scenario, he shud- 


ders, would force a veto, and perhaps add enough 
to the delay so that the whole realignment detJ 
becomes unstuck. 

Moreover, unless Washington Is to risk further 
offending Its financial allies. It Is going to have 
to meet Its pledges to the IMF and such other 
institutions ns the Inter-American Development 
Bank to protect them against any decline is 
the dollars value. This probably means ask- 
ing Congress for appropriations of hundreds of 
millions of dollars with which to moke up the 
losses. 

Potential Domestic Complication 

This could present "some really wild prob- 
lems. 1 ' says a congressional source who can 
imagine the outcry among lawmakers against 
doing still more for those troublesome foreign- 
ers. The domestic side of the gold problem 
is already becoming a potential complication, 
with such unlikely allies as Sen. Javits and 
Rep. John R. Rarick, D- La, and Sen. Mark 
Hatfield, R.. Ore, all trying to legalize gold 
ownership for UR. citizens. 

Assuming 1 that Congress does clear a de- 
valuation bill without any serious hitches, ad- 
ministration strategists still see a risk that the 
hard-won respite from monetary crises may not 
be long-lived. The}' cite the possibility that 
when speculators have seen the official gold 
price go up once, they will take the first op- 
portunity to try to drive it up again. 

Some think this concern is more credible now 
than it was in years previous because the IMF's 
Image as a p otont enforcer of currency stability 
has been shattered. Instead or stolidly return- 
ing to its old regime of relatively fixed rates. 

It will be experimenting nervously, they expect, 
with interim arrangements while trying to work 
out a permanent new system. The great com- 
plexities and need for parliamentary action in 
many of Us 118 countries could well mean two 
or three years of uncertain negotiations. 

During almost every day and hour of this 
period, the dollar will be out there unprotected, 
they expect, by the old assurance of UR. gold 
backing. With some $60 billion in foreign hands, 
insiders say, it just would not make sense for 
the Treasury to unlock its $10.1 billion of gold 
again. So unless there's a real surprise when 
the finance ministers of the Group of Ten meet 
later this week, stabilizing the dollar's price . 
will have to be left mainly to the mercies of 
the marketplace. 

Like the trepidations that precede any roller- 
coaster ride, ail these may fade away with the 
first hairpin curve. But at least. It docs seem 
a good idea to brace for the possibility that 
this tide could last a good bit longer than those 
first few thrilling minutes.

Holdings Revalued 

Most companies generally follow 
tlie rule that requires that the 
debt be restated. Under this rule, 
as currently interpreted, the in- 
ternational picture would require 
a company to revalue its holding 
of foreign currencies, notes re- 
ceivable and other monetary as- 
sets. And it would also revalue 
upward reported liabilities, such 
as notes payable. 

If the gains on upward valu- 
ations are greater than the costs 
of downward adjustments, the 
company has an overall gain. 
Under present accounting prac- 
tice, which would not be changed, 
reporting of this gain would be 
done in portions over years, the 
life of the note. 

However, if translated liabilities 
are greater than the gains shown 
to assets, the company has a net 
Increase to charges. Because of 
long-standing philosophical op- 
position to the deferral of ‘Tosses” 
even when these losses have not 
actually been turned Into cash, 
the accounting profession has 
generally required that they be 
reported at once. This can create 
a material charge against one 
year's earnings. 

Carefully avoiding the word 
“loss.” the APB designated these 
changes as "exchange adjust- 
ments." And it agreed that they 
could be deferred over the life 
of the debt. That is, there will be 
no lump-sum charge against cur- 
rent earnings. The losses will be 
reported as they are realized over 
time, as the debt is repaid. The 
result will be to dilute the impact 
of unrealized exchange losses on 
this year’s earnings reports of in- 
ternational companies. 

However, the APB agreed that 
the total of the unrealized losses 
should be fully disclosed, presum- 
ably in a footnote accompanying 
the tables.

NEW YORK, Dec. IS (NYT), — 
1 Just when the match appeared to 
' have been lost in the translation 
of arrangements. Oscar 

Bonavena signed yesterday to op- 
pose Floyd Patterson, the former 
two-time world heavyweight 
champion, in .& 10-round bout 
at Madison Square Garden on 
Feb. 11. 

At a luncheon, for which Pat- 
terson did not appear. Bonavena 
bristled when the terms were an- 
nounced— $60,000 for Patterson 
against 30 percent of the net 
income from the live gate and 
ancillary sources, and $60,000 for 
the Argentine against 25 percent. 

"They told me I would make 
$100,000.” Bonavena complained. 

“As long as I will make it, 
why not guarantee it? I don’t 
speak English good, but $100,000 is 
SlQ0,Q0a, I understand. I thought 
it was $100,000, We got to talk 
this over.” 

Returning to the Garden's of- 
fice. Bonavena met with Harry 
Markson, Its boxing director. 

“It's all straightened out,” 
Markson reported later. "He has 
sighed a new contract for the 
terms we announced I asked 
him how we could possibly pay 
him more than Patterson , a t wo- 
time champion, and he grunted, 
‘Yeah, yeah.’ He was the essence 
of amiability, bat he’s an exas- 
perating man." 

Markson and -Teddy Brenner, 
the Garden matchmaker, have 
struggled for about a year to 
produce the bout. Because of a 
broken bone in* his left hand, 
Bonavena withdrew from planned 
dates In. February, August, Oc- 
tober and earlier this month. 
X-rays of hb healed hand were 
.approved yesterday by Dr. Mol 
Stevens, chairman of thd state 
athletic commission's medical 
staff. 

Bona vena’s Injury occurred when 
he was knocked out in the 16th 
round by Muhammad All at the 
Garden a year ago.

Bordellos of the ’20s and ’30s in Paris

■pARIS OHT).— The Paris theater is at 
the moment graced by a nostalgic 
production called “La Maison de Zaza.” 
which takes a lighthearted view of that 
now illegal institution, the bordello. It is 
true to its period, for lightheartedness was 
characteristic of the approach to love for 
sale in Paris in the 1920-19305. 

It was implicit In some of the picturesque 
euphemisms then used for business girls, 
for instance flcurs de bitume. flowers of 
the asphalt, a term now as dead as the 
dodo. An epithet more generally employed 
was lorcites. current even among those who 
didn't know where the name came from. 
Its origin was the church of Notre Dame 
de Lorette. which celebrated daily a special 
early morning mass for prostitutes, who 
were thus enabled to confess, take com- 
munion, and go home to a dreamless sleep. 

There were other terms too. and I recall 
vividly hearing one of them delivered by 
a fine specimen of the “creatures.” as 
they were disdainfully called by women 
oE genteel upbringing. I arrived at the 
corner of the Rue Montmartre and the 
Boulevard Montmartre at about 3 one 
morning Just as a very drunk American 
girl was passing. She observed a lad}' 
of the evening leaning languidly against a 
cafe wall, and decided to cross rapiers with 
her. 

“I know what you are!" the American 
girl cried. “You’re a cocotte!" 

"No. m a dame.” the flower of the asphalt 
returned calmly. “You mistake the mean- 
ing of the word. I am not a cocotte.” 

- The American's escort was tugging at 
her arm. indicating a willingness to go 
elsewhere, but she would have none of 
it. 

"If you’re not a cocotte." she Insisted. In 
excellent if alcohol-blurred French, “then 
what are you?” 

Evil Life! 


"I?" the girl asked. She pushed her 
shoulders from the wall, came to attention 
as if the flag were passing by and spat 
the words out with relish. “I? I am a 
woman of evil life!” 

I did not have the impression that the 
girls of those days were particularly evil 
I was then working on the Paris Chicago 
Tribune, a morning paper which went to 
press at 2:20 am., and I went down the 
Rue Montmartre on my way home, at its 
liveliest electrically lighted peak, running 
a gantlet of the girls. At first they be- 
stowed upon me the usual professional at- 
tentions, such as snatching my breast- 
pocket handkerchief from its socket with 
carefree shrieks of laughter, and running 
away with it. not too fast, to persuade me 
to pursue them. After a while they got 
used to my nightly passage, realized that 
I was a fixture of the quarter, not a poten- 
tial customer, and allowed me -to recede 
unnoticed Into the scenery. 

I was often thirsty or hungry after work, 
and would stop at the same cafes they 
frequented for a beer or a sandwich. I 


would chat with them at the bar, or sit 
down at a table with three or four of them, 
to join in a conversation which frequemly 
involved talking shop— which .dealt with 
such subjects as the number of pairs of 
silk stockings which could be destroyed 
in a stogie evening or how much It was 
advisable to slip the cop oh the comer. I 
then learned that you talk to prostitutes 
in the same way yon talk to . anyone else, 
ignoring the titillating.' nature of their 
business. 

During my Chicago Tribune days, my 
contacts with the perfumed underworld 
were mainly with street girls, but when 
I moved to the united Press my extra- 
curricular activities woe ' transferred in- 
doors. My working hours were from mid- 
night to 8 in the morning. At least once 
a week a vacationing employee from some 
other UP bureau would hit town, and at 
about 2 ol would show up. in the office 
with a request to be shown around. There 
was no doubt about what aspect of Paris he . 
wanted to see. so I would fell the night of- 
fice boy to phone me at a bordello, the 
Sphinx, in case of need and take off with 
the visitor. I chose the Sphinx for a num- 
ber of reasons. For one. I had become 
wary of leading the innocent into such 
wild and woolly establishments as those 
of the Rue Blondel or the Rue Sainte- 
Apolline after I. had given Westbrook 
Pegler a permanent fixation on the im- 
morality Of t.hn French by tnlring him 
there. For. another, after the first two or 
three times my office called me there, my 
arrival was the signal for blocking off for 
my exclusive use one of its three phone 
booths. In which a pad of paper and a 
pencil would be conveniently placed. The 
sous-maitressc would dash up to inform 
me breathlessly that my suboffice had thus 
been established, which impressed the visi- 
tors I had In tow. I mud have had quite 
a reputation, good or bad, in the home of- 
fice in New York. I was gratefully surpris- 
ed myself at the care the establishment 
lavished on me, and not being commer- 
cially minded. I realized only years later 
why I enjoyed such deference. I must 
have been the only runner the house had 
who never asked for a commision. 

In Vogne 

The Sphinx in those days was in vogue. 
The Chabanais, living on its reputation as 
the former favorite ha-imt of King Ed- 
ward VH when he was Prince of Wales, 
had slipped into fin de siede outmodish- 
ness. The Sphinx, when it opened, was a 
model ol spanking modernity, hygienicalTy 
spotless, and with an enormous ground 
floor common room which ran the whole 
depth of the building, blazing with light 
and teeming with joyous groups clustered 
.around the tables which lined its walls, 
leaving the center clear as a promenade for 
toothsome young women. I have been told 
that the decoration of the upstairs rooms 
was splendid, and in exotic tune with the 
name of the place. I regret now that I 
never visited t.hem, - 


There was a widely spread rumor at the' 
time that the owner, .or one of . the owners, 
of the Sphinx was the- minister of the' 
Interior. I knew him. but refrained from, 
asking. In any case. £ was once present 
.when a customer at a nearby table so far. 
forgot himself as to criticize Frdfet of 
Police Jean Chiappe in a loud tone of voice. 

He was immediately invited to leave. 
"‘Monsieur Chiappe is a friend;" the Sous- 
maltrcssc told the offender. “We. do not. 
case to serve anyone who speaks badly of 
him." 

- It was Chiappe who. a. little lata, en- 
forced stringent measures against the' 
street girls, which the. decline in' 

their quality. As long as they were accept- 
ed, fay a tolerant society as charming if 
wayward children, sensitive girls could still 
endure, and even enjoy. .. their profession. 
'When they were treated asr criminals, the 
best of them resigned themselves to honest 
toil In factories or canneries. Hunting down 
the street girls, of course, reduced the com- 
petition for the houses, which continued 
to flonriSh. . 

The trouble with going to the Sphinx 
in its heyday was that you risked running- 
into friends; but, the first embarrassment 
surmoun ted, you could reason that, after 
alL you were all in the same boat;, and.- 
while meeting them hi the Sphinx was. not 
quite the equivalent of encountering them 
by chance at Maxim's, it was almost as 
respectable. 

Difference 


I even took my. wife along on excursions 
to the Sphinx, once with an old. friend. from., 
the United States and his wife. A. man 
sitting' at a table on the other side of 
the room across from ours, with a little, 
load on (which he must have acquired 
elsewhere since the Sphinx served no hard 
liquor), decided that my wife, though fully 
dressed, was better looking than the par- 
tially unclothed ria.Twsp.iw parading areinw g 
the tables (he was right), and lurched un- 
steadily over to us to Invite her to join 
him. My friend sprang to his feet, his right 
arm half-cocked, ready to fire. “Can't you 
tell a lady from a whore!" he roared. My 
wife tugged at his elbow. “Sit down, Dave,” 
she s&kL “Don't be silly. Would i be here 
if I were a lady?" By this time the effi- 
cient staff of the Sphinx had already 
deposited' her admirer on the bititme out- 
side the door. 

My friend's exclamation raised a perti- 
nent question: how do you tell a lady from 
a whore? It is not as easy as you might 
t.hink x have known . a number of 
who failed to solve this problem until, un- 
fortunately, they were already married.' In 
my long years of hobnobbing, on a friend- 
ly basis with the; girls,- 1 often tried to. 
isolate the characteristic or characteristics 
which placed a woman in- one category or 
the other. I never succeeded in locating 
any essential differentiating trait. The 
only one I thought I discerned must have 
been superficial; I nntiged the pro- 
fessionals were the worse businesswomen.
